claims 1-31,51 relate to a cooling mechanism for a rotary 
valve cylinder engine including specifically as at least one 
passage formed in the rotary valve cylinder through which in 
use, cooling fluid flows. 



2. claims: 32-41,52 

claims 32-41 relate to a cooling mechanism for a rotary 
valve cylinder engine including specifically a heat sink 
monted directly to an upper part of the rotary valve 
cylinder, so as to rotate with it an be exposed to open air. 
This second inventive concept of a cooling mechanism does 
not require any passage formed in the rotary valve cylinder 
throuhg which in use a cooling fluid flows: the special 
technical feature reagrded as essential for the first 
inventive concept is completly absent in this second 
inventive concept. 



3. claims: 42-50 

claims 42-50 relate to a cooling mechanism for a rotary 
valve cylinder engine including specifically a thermal 
insulation at the valve port formed on the outer cylindrical 
valve element. 

This third inventive concept of a cooling mechanism does not 
require any passage formed in the rotary valve cylinder 
throuhg which in use a cooling fluid flows, not any heat 
sink monted directly to an upper part of the rotary valve 
cylinder, so as to rotate with it an be exposed to open air: 
the special technical features regarded as essential for the 
first inventive concept or for the seocnd inventive concept 
are not involved at all in this third inventive concept. 
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
